March 21 in Gdansk, Poland, but Communist authorities 
refused to allow Walesa to attend the christening. — 

.There was speculation up until the last minute that the 
Communist government would temporarily free Walesa 
so he could attend the baptism of Maria Victoria, his 
seventh child, who was born after he was detained and 
whom he has not seen. 


DANUTA WALESA, wife of the incarcerated labor 
leader, said she too had hoped ‘“‘right until the very last 
moment’’ that her husband would be released. 


News media based in Warsaw also were barred from 
the christening, but a crowd of 7,000 people, many of 
them chanting slogans of support for Solidarity and 
wearing Solidarity badges, turned out at the parish 
church where the baptism took place. They heard the 
words of the ceremony outside through a loudspeaker 
system. 

In the approximately 45-minute baptismal ceremony, 
Bishop Lech Kaczmarek of Gdansk, who officiated, gave 
Mrs. Walesa a religious picture and a Rosary, telling her, 
“‘T have a present from the pope.’’ A photograph of Lech 


Walesa and Pope John Paul II hugging each other was 
Nr fia SS Uae a . 


tacked to the church doors.) 


Jankowski, the parish priest and a friend of Walesa who 
had been with him during the labor strikes in Gdansk in 
1980 that led to the birth of Solidarity. The godmother 
was Maria Maruszczk-Nowicka, daughter of a lawyer 
who has defended Polish dissidents. 


When the service ended, the crowd outside shouted 
“Solidarity, Solidarity,’’ and ‘‘Bring us Lech.”’ 


Earlier in the month Mrs. Walesa had expressed 
optimism that her husband would be freed to attend the 
baptism. But later, a personal’letter she wrote to the 
country’s leader, Gen. Wojciech Jarulzelski, asking that 
Walesa be freed for the event reportedly went 
unanswered. 

POLISH COMMUNIST authorities reportedly 
feared that releasing Walesa to attend the baptism would 
spark demonstrations against the government. 


On the same day as the christening, government-con- 
trolled Polish TV, which ignored the baptism, showed a 
70-minute propaganda show denouncing Solidarity. 


Weapons freeze: 
the pros and cons

WASHINGTON (NC) — For a while it seemed that 
nothing would get in the way of the campaign for a 
nuclear weapons freeze. z 


Though it began as a quiet little grassroots movement 
with support from ‘a number of U.S. bishops, the 
campaign suddenly began making national headlines 
when several New England town meetings passed nuclear 
freeze resolutions and thousands of Californians were 
signing weapons freeze petitions. 


MORE THAN 140 members of Congress also got into 
the act, co-sponsoring nuclear freeze resolutions in the 
House and Senate. 


But just as suddenly, it seemed, the Reagan 
administration began running up the caution flags. 
Freeze advocates mean well, but a freeze now would leave 
the Soviet Union with a potentially devastating nuclear 
advantage, the administration said. 


Thus it came as no surprise that a freeze proposal 
advanced by Soviet President Leonid I. Brezhnev last 
week was rejected without a second thought. 


FREEZE ADVOCATES, though, were fighting back. 
They argued that the administration: was distorting the 
freeze proposal and was unwilling to debate the issue 
fairly and honestly. f 


So who’s right? The administration for saying the 
Soviets are proposing the freeze now because they’re 
ahead? Or the freeze backers, who say instead that the 
two sides are roughly equivalent? 


The answer to that depends on whose definitions and 
arithmetic you are willing to accept. _ : ; 

BUT FIRST, some basic concepts. © 

Arms negotiations today are running primarily on two 
tracks: discussions on intermediate-range missiles in the 
European theater and talks on limiting or reducing the big 
intercontinental strategic missiles that the United States 
and the Soviet Union now have aimed at each other. 


An example of the first set of talks are the Geneva 
discussions which started last Nov. 30 at the height of the 
European nuclear protest movement; examples of the 
second are the treaties hammered out at the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, or SALT. Also in the second 
category are President Reagan’s proposed new START 
talks — Strategic Arms Reduction Talks.

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Romero murder plus two: bishop looks for ‘critical distance’

SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) — The masked 
guerrillas with M-16 rifles at first paid no attention to the 
dusty sedan stopped at their roadblock on the Pan- 
American Highway east of San Salvador, El Salvador’s 
capital. 

_ They were busy collecting money — what they call 
“‘war taxes’” — from passengers in a line of stopped 
buses. 

BUT WHEN a chunky man with a clerical collar 
climbed out of his car and approached a bus, a peasant 
woman recognized him. “‘It’s the archbishop! Help us!”’ 

The eyes above the masks turned. Bus passengers 
strained for a view. Silence. It was Bishop Arturo Rivera 
y Damas, the 58-year-old apostolic administrator of the 
Archdiocese of San Salvador, smiling at the guerrillas and 
at the packed bus. 

Apparently war taxes no longer seemed appropriate. 
“*Please, go on,’’ shouted the guerrilla commander. The 
buses and cars began to move. The bishop returned to his 
car and drove on. 

IT WAS A MINOR event, but illustrative of the 
mediating role that Bishop Rivera has played since the 
1980 assassination of his predecessor, Archbishop Oscar 


Arnulfo Romero, thrust him into the world limelight. 


Bishop Rivera — the people call him ‘‘the archbishop’”’ 
although technically he does not have that title — is a one- 
— man political center in El 
Salvador, a country badly 
polarized between armed 
leftists and a_ right-wing 
military government. 


““To have a decent climate 
for elections, it’s necessary 
to have. a full dialogue with 
all the parties in any conflict. 
This is lacking here,’’ he 
said. 


‘“‘NONETHELESS, I 
SUPPORT the March 28 
elections, because perhaps 
they will bring to power a 
legitimate government that 
can use its powers to call for dialogue,’’ he said.

Bishop Rivera 


Christian Democratic leader Jose Napoleon Duarte, 
civilian head of the country’s predominantly military 
ruling junta and a personal friend of the bishop, intended 
to stop the violence that has claimed more than 30,000 
lives during his two years of rule, Bishop Rivera said. 


“But he hasn’t accomplished this. I’ve told Duarte he 
has great responsibility, but that he has no power to solve 
our problems. He knows this,’’ he said. ; 


NEITHER THE GUERRILLAS nor the army now 
enjoy the support of the people, Bishop Rivera said. As a 
result, Bishop Rivera has tried to lead the Church into a 
position he calls a ‘‘critical distance’’ from both sides. 


The middle ground is a different position from that 
which the Church occupied under the leadership of 
Archbishop Romero. Archbishop Romero urged his 
Salvadoran flock to challenge the country’s injustices. 


‘‘He animated the people to implant the life of God in 
our country,’’ Bishop Rivera recalled. Although 
Archbishop Romero did not back the guerrilla forces and 
often sought to mediate conflicts peacefully, the 
government and entrenched powers of ‘the right often 
bore the brunt of his searing attacks on injustice and 
repression. 

AFTER HIS ASSASSINATION leftist guerrilla 
forces quickly proclaimed him as a martyr of the 
revolution. 

But following Archbishop Romero’s murder, the new

Sometimes it is difficult to appreciate or 
imagine the power we have over life and death

Annunciation graces St. Gabriel

POWAY — Today’s Solemnity of the 
Annunciation has a special meaning for 
St. Gabriel Church and Father Charles 
Dollen, the pastor. 


It was the angel Gabriel who 
announced to the Blessed Virgin that she 
was to be the mother of the Lord, and the 
parish has recently completed a set of 
Annunciation windows which depict the 
event. 


BUT UNLIKE the more traditional 
stained glass which is usually associated 
with church windows, St. Gabriel uses 
“etchings’’ which were executed with a 
sand-blasting gun by John Bera, a 
stained-glass artist from San Marcos. 


There are several reasons why sand- 
blasting was chosen over stained glass, 
said Father Dollen. For one, the present 
parish center is really a multi-purpose 
building; looking six or eight years into 
the future, Father Dollen envisions a 
church building proper with stained glass 
windows of its own. 


Thus the present clear glass windows 
with their etched designs will not only be 
more suitable to a parish hall once the 
actual church is built, said Father Dollen, 
but the building plan already utilizes clear 
glass to help bring the outside ‘‘into’’ the 
interior. 


THE ANNUNCIATION theme is 
important to Father Dollen for two 
reasons: the Angel Gabriel is associated 
with it — ‘‘St. Thomas Aquinas calls him 
an archangel because of the importance of 
the job’? — and Father’s first published 
book was A voice said ‘Ave.’ 


But the connection between the 
finished windows and the book, however, 
was not Father Dollen’s, he admits; this 
was pointed out to him by Msgr. John 


Portman, pastor of Sacred Heart Church 
in Coronado, after the project was 
completed last December. 


‘““We wouldn’t have been able to afford 
the windows if he (Bera) had charged us 
what they’re really worth,’’ said Father 
Dollen. ‘‘He’s so easy to work with; to 
me, that’s the mark of genius.’’ 

THE MAIN window panels show the 
angel Gabriel announcing to Mary that 
she is to be with child by the Holy Spirt. 
““A voice said ‘Ave!’ and it all began,”’ 
said Father Dollen. The Annunciation 
marks the beginning of our economy of 
salvation, when the Word became flesh 
and dwelt among us.”’ 

With Mary’s ‘‘Fiat!’’ the ‘‘Son of God 
entered human history and it has never 
been the same;’’ noted Father Dollen. 
‘““Mary said, ‘Be it done unto me 
according to your word,’ and Christ took 
human flesh; He became man. All of His 
subsequent life and message, His saving 
death and resurrection, all began with 
Gabriel’s message.’’

Pope prays for persecuted Chinese Church

VATICAN CITY (NC) — At a March 
21 Mass broadcast direct to China Pope 
John Paul II prayed that Catholics in the 
Communist-run nation would be able to 
“‘live their faith, remaining in the 
Catholic unity of Christ’s holy Church.”’ 


The papal Mass, concelebrated in St. 
Peter’s Basilica with two leaders of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the 


Evangelization of Peoples and four 
Chinese priests, marked another step in 
what the pope has called ‘‘a particular 
and constant impulse of my pontificate,”’ 
his concern for the Church in China.

“TODAY I CELEBRATE this 
solemn Mass in the Basilica of St. Peter in 
Rome according to the intention of the 
Church in China,’’ Pope John Paul told a 
crowd of several thousand, including 
about 300 Chinese Roman Catholics. 


He linked the celebration to other 
Masses in China, where Catholics 
“express, together with us, their faith, 
inherited from various generations of 
confessors of Christ in their motherland, a 
faith tried by various experiences and 
sufferings.”’ 


The Mass and a penitential procession 
that preceded it had a distinctly Chinese 
flavor and were broadcast through 
Vatican Radio to Radio Veritas, based in 
Manila, Philippines, for transmission 
throughout Asia. 


POPE JOHN PAUL began his homily 
with the words in Chinese, ‘‘Praised be 
Jesus Christ’’ and led a litany of the saints 
during the procession which ended with 
the invocation of all ‘‘Chinese blesseds, 
martyrs and confessors.’’ 


The first Mass reading was read in 
Chinese by a priest born on the mainland, 
while the second was read in Italian by a 
nun from Taiwan. 


At the Offertory, young girls dressed in 
traditional Chinese festive costume 
presented gifts of incense, a jade peacock 
and a wood carving of a fisherman. 

DURING THE Prayer of the Faithful, 
the crowd prayed in Chinese for ‘‘all that 
is true, beautiful and good which is found 


‘in the cultures and traditions of peoples’’; 


in Polish that the Chinese Church ““may 
remain in communion’’ with. the 
Universal Church; and in Spanish “for 
those who are troubled by doubts and 
fears and for those who have fallen before 
these hard trials.’’ 


The pope’s words at the Mass were 
considered much milder than his Jan. 6 
letter to the world’s Catholic bishops, 
asking prayers for Catholics in China who 
have undergone ‘‘hard sufferings’’ 
during the past 30 years because of their 
fidelity to the Holy See. 


Chinese Catholics faithful to the 
Vatican ‘‘have had to confront, in the 
course of the past 30 years, difficult and 
prolonged trials,’’ the letter said. 


‘SUCH COURAGEOUS witness can 
well be compared to that of Christians in 
the first centuries of the Church,’’ the 
pope added. 


On the eve of the papal Mass, the 
Chinese news agency, New China, 
expressed “‘indignation’”’ at the pope’s 
claim that Catholics are persecuted in 
China. 


“‘Chinese Catholics want to clarify that 
their patience has a limit,’’ the news 
agency said. ‘‘We will launch a 
counterattack if Pope John Paul II does 
not put an end to this false testimony and 
to these accusations.’’ 


After the Communist revolution in 
China in 1949 the government promoted 
the organization of the National 
Association of Patriotic Catholics and 
asked it to name its own bishops. The 
Vatican condemned the association.

Churches can’t fill gap 


The poor you will have with you always — they are our 
neighbors, to be loved as ourselves. This has been the basis 
of the Church’s motivation to take care of the poor from the 
beginning. 

But what happens when the plight of the poor becomes 
excessive and those programs and services traditionally 
designed to serve the poor are overextended? 


That is the situation we find ourselves in today, and the 
immediate response of many — including the President of 
the United States — is that the churches can fill the gap. 
There is growing evidence, however, that the churches 
cannot fill the gap, nor should they be expected to. 


Jim Castelli, Washington bureau chief for Our Sunday 
Visitor, argues that the belief that churches can take over 
social programs historically provided by government is 
based on ‘‘bad arithmetic,’’ ‘‘bad theology,’’ and ‘‘bad 
political science.’’ Philosophically, it is not a good idea to 


_ assume churches can take over government functions. 


From a practical standpoint, the tab for Aid to Families 
With Dependent Children (AFDC) is about $14 billion for 
1981-82. Adding all the other social programs cut by the 
Reagan administration — about $40 billion worth — it 
becomes clear how unrealistic the concept is. Where would 
the money come from? 


The Gospel does not give fixed rules for giving. But there 
is evidence that it’s the $20,000 wage earner who provides 
the bulk of church income. Can these families give more, 
enough that government could even think the churches can 
take on the added responsibility of today’s social needs? 
We think not. 


What organizations | and churches cannot provide, | 
citizens have a right to expect government to provide. That 


is one of government’s principal responsibilities — to take 
care of those who-can’t take care of themselves. 


The Christian community has been responsive to the 
needs of its neighbors and will continue to be. Catholic 
Community Services, and many other agencies in the 
diocese, are busier than ever, right now, trying to fill the 
gaps. However, it is unrealistic to believe churches can 
substitute for government in its responsibility to the needy 
in our communities. 


The challenge is to each of us — individually, and in 
whatever groups in which we belong — to be more 
sensitive to the critical times in which we find ourselves. 


There are many ways to express our sensitivity: 

© Don’t wait for the holidays, invite a needy family to a 
meal; 

© Go through the closets now and call the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society to pick up those useable clothes you no longer 
want or need; 

© Consider tithing with your income tax refund check; 

e Be committed to help — be creative in your giving — 
but give. 


Your assistance may be that quality so sorely needed 
now by families that are suffering from the devastating 
effects of an ailing economy.

Labor unions ‘indispensable’ 


LEGHORN, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul II listened. 
to worker concerns and called labor unions 
‘tindispensable’’ during a memory-filled visit March 19 to 
a factory in Leghorn. 


The factory was owned by Solvay, the same Belgian- 
based international chemical firm for which the pope 
worked as a young man in Poland. 


During the visit the pope noted the ‘difficult economic 
moment’’ today and the anxieties that workers face. 
Stressing the dignity of work, he said labor unions are 
essential in modern life. He also reflected workers’ 
concerns over ‘‘flagrant and often savage violation of 
human rights’’ in various parts of the world. 


‘‘What memories have been surfacing in my mind,”’ the 
pope said to some 2,800 factory employees after a one-hour 
tour of the plant and a half-hour meeting with the plant’s 
Workers Council, where he heard workers express their 
views. . 


“*T consider it a grace from God to have been a worker,”’ 
said the pope, “ ‘because this has made it possible for me to 
know at close range the working man — the industrial 
laborer, but also every type of worker.”’ 


‘‘T have been able to know the reality of his life,’’ 
continued the pontiff, ‘‘an existence filled with a deep 
humanity, even if not immune from weakness, a life which 
is simple, tough, difficult and worthy of all respect.”

Model for discipleship 


The feast of the Annunciation, March 25, has always 
been a favorite of mine. It commemorates that instant in 
history when an angelic messenger is sent to the young 
Mary, living in Nazareth of Galilee. The story, as recorded 
in the Gospel of Luke (1:26-38), is an intriguing one. 

I would have expected Mary to be frightened in the 
presence of the angel but the Gospel records that she was 
‘‘deeply troubled by his word’’ and, as seems so character- 
istic of her throughout the Gospels, she ‘‘wondered what 
his greeting meant.’’ 

‘*Rejoice, O highly favored daughter! The Lord is with 
you. Blessed are you among women.” This greeting 
seemed so out of touch with what Mary must have exper- 
ienced as a Jewish woman of the first century. The Judaic 
Law said that in all things the woman was inferior to the 
man. This inferiority extended to religious matters as well 
— a woman was not permitted full access to the Temple, 
not permitted to touch the Scriptures nor to be a student of 
the Torah; the religious obligations expected of her were 
the same as those of a slave. Knowing this, Mary wondered 
what such a greeting could mean. 

The angelic messenger continued, “‘Do not fear, Mary. 
You have found favor with God. You shall conceive and 
bear a son and give him the name of Jesus. Great shall be ~ 
his dignity and he will be called Son of the Most High.’’ 
The angel went on to explain that her son would inherit the 
throne of David and reign forever. 

In the simplicity of her faith, Mary asked, ‘‘How can 
this be since I do not know man?’’ and was told, ‘‘The 
Holy Spirit will come upon you and the power of the Most 
High will overshadow you; hence, the holy offspring to be 
born will be called Son of God.’’ Assuring her that her 
elderly and childless kinswoman Elizabeth was with child, 
the angel concluded, ‘“‘for nothing is impossible with 
God.”’ ; 


Mary listened and heard the word of God. Her resporise 
was immediate and total: ‘‘...Let it be done...’’

Incarnation is up to each of us 


Today is the solemnity of the Annunciation and I 


cannot help thinking with compassion of the young 


Jewish girl suddenly asked to agree to accept a 


tremendous responsibility and with it, a great deal of 


personal suffering. 


We look back on the Annunciation with hindsight 
and see only the great privilege, the divine election, 
the wonder of being the mother of Christ, and Mary 
would have known that, too, but there were also 
other things she would have known. As a young, 
unmarried and pregnant girl, with an unlikely 
explanation of her condition, she must have had to 
endure misunderstanding, disbelief or at. least 
doubt, from those she most loved. 


POOR MARY, CAN we be sure that she did not 
find the whole affair very difficult, nor that, being 
young and female, she did not cry herself to sleep at 
night sometimes in those first months? But then, 
God has never promised that following His will 
would be easy or comfortable. On the contrary the 
early preachers told us to “‘gird up your loins’’ and 
in particular, the “‘loins of your mind”’ and be ready 
for a hard task. 


Ins and Outs

We like to think of Mary as eternally serene, even 
in her youth, going through life with the immovable 
placidity with which we paint her images. So sure of 
the outcome of all those startlingly mysterious events 


that her brow never wrinkled, her eyes never 
clouded. ; 


But Mary was human as we are. She was capable 
of great love and so capable of deep suffering. She 
was capable of profound commitment and so no 
stranger to the struggle for self-discipline and self- 
abandonment. If her son needed to pray as often and 
intensely as He did, if He could suffer through love 
as He did, if He had His moment in Gethsemane, 
can we presume that His mother did not know her 
own terrible anguish of spirit? 


IT IS IMPORTANT, I think, to think about 
Mary as vulnerable to pain and doubt and confusion 


if she is to be a viable model of Christianity for us. 


For we, too, are called to give birth to Christ in 
ourselves. Every Christian is asked to make Christ 
flesh in his or her own life — to incarnate, to bring 
Him forth, make Him visible in our own being. 


This is not easy and it doesn’t help at all to think 


that it was supernaturally easy for Mary. What she 
did in actuality, we are asked to do ina different, but 
vitally important way, and if we are to call on the 
thought of her for help, we need to be assured that 
she knew what we are going through. 


It is one thing to say that a ‘‘sword of sorrow 
pierced her heart’’ but quite another to contemplate 
how that would feel if we were in her sandals! Mary, 
like her Son, was not. some detached, symbolic 
figure. Like Him, she was warm, loving and 
empathetic and as subject to extreme personal 
anguish, and liable to failure. 


WE NEED OUR spiritual heroes and heroines. 
We need to know that it never has been simple and 
undemanding to live the loving, forgiving and 
innocent life that God calls us all to live. We need to 
know that those who did so — gloriously, power- 
fully, wonderfully — were very like us in their 
humanness and that what was possible for them is 
possible for us. 


One of the greatest things Mary can teach us is to 
open ourselves to risk for the sake of Christ, for the 
sake of love, and to do that in all the circumstances 
of our lives. 


More complicated than we know 


“Our life on earth resembles a football game,’’ 
said a Sunday bulletin item. ‘“‘We are playing 
against a powerful team: the world, the flesh, the 
devil. Our coach is Jesus Christ. Our assistant 
coaches are: the bishops, the priests, the Sisters, 
Catholic newspapers, Catholic magazines. The 
coach of our opponents is Lucifer. His assistant 


_ coaches are: bad men and women, bad movies, bad: -

magazines, bad environment. 


Life really isn’t a game, you know. Yes, St. Paul 
Says that we are to run the race “‘so as to gain the 
prize.’’ He himself said that he had run the race and 
“fought the good fight.’’ But gamesmanship is not 
what life is about. An attempt to reduce our human 
activities to winning or losing, to make simplistic 
categories on good or bad, contradicts the facts of 
our experiences. 


IF YOU STICK with the analogy of the game, 
there is the problem of the “opposing side.’’ So we 
are forced back on the good guys versus the bad 
guys, the ‘‘us versus them’’ syndrome. Life is much 
too complicated for this easy comparison. Choices 
that young and old have to face defy easy and 
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simplistic categories. The almost infinite varieties of 
human persons, the multiplicity of the experiences of 
each, the impossibility in some instances of an 
outsider saying, this is right and that is wrong, create 
heavy burdens. 


In the past few years notable people have struck 
out against an American habit of saying life is a 
winner’s game, that to win is all. The bishop of 
Richmond, Va., spoke out recently against our 
American football mentality, that it is manly, the 
greatest, etc. He did this after a young Catholic boy 
died as a result of a football game accident. 


Jesus Christ is our coach? That Vince Lombardi 
ploy, winning is everything, has no place in the 
spiritual life, in the life of religion. True enough, 
some will claim that Christ used some ‘‘win or lose’’ 
language: ‘‘he who loses his life will gain it’’; ‘‘we 
are to storm heaven.’’ Taken out of context, these 
give a flawed view of the Gospel. 

MAKE CHRIST some kind of a supercoach and 
you have cast Him as scorekeeper, evaluator of our 
winning or losing performance, watching if we are 
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going to toe the mark, to shape up. None of these 
really fit the image of Christ the evangelists paint in 
the Gospel. 


What is one to say about “‘life as a football game’’ 
when he has married the wrong woman, and within 
three or four years both lives are blighted, because 
neither one was able to accept the responsibilities 
and decision-making of married life? ee 


How can one speak of life as a game to a mother 
torn apart because a daughter has renounced her 
faith, a son has married outside the Church, and 
each seems perfectly content and happy? Can she 
easily consign one or the other to the Lucifer team? 
Is something else demanded of the mother, the 
parent, something called compassion, a better name 
for “‘understanding the other’’? 


WE MUST WATCH out for a simplistic laying 
on guilt by too easy classifications of good versus 
bad. Life is complicated, more complicated than 
anything we know. Possibly the only way to make it 
is to be able to move in. many directions without 
losing sight of Christ, our Savior.

PROVIDENCE, R.I.(NC) — Former 
Iranian hostage Kathryn Koob said that 
during her 444 days of captivity she 
learned to make the most of her time to 
glorify God because each moment could 
have been the last. 


““A lot of people are concerned about 
what’s going to happen next year, or 
tomorrow. I became very conscious of all 
we have right now,’’ Miss Koob told a 
high school CYO spirit weekend here. 
“‘We’re given each moment. All we do is 
for the glory of God,”’ she said. 


SINCE HER RELEASE in January 
1981, Miss Koob, a Lutheran, has toured 
the country speaking about the strength 
and comfort that God gave her during her 
captivity. 

During her Rhode Island visit, she said 
that she is not a heroine. Rather, she said, 
God sustained her as He sustains others. 


‘““We’re not expected to do these things 
on our own strength,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
Holy Spirit is here to. guide us.”’ 


HER ORDEAL began Nov. 4, 1979, 
when she reported to work as usual as the 
executive director of the Iran-America 
Society, an arm of the U.S. International 
Communications Agency. 


When the American Embassy was 
attacked, Miss Koob was able to stay at 
the Iran-America Society building for 24 


Mr. and Mrs. Al Hieshetter of St. 
John parish in San Diego have been 
informed by a missionary friend in 
Japan that a Buddhist priest has been 
holding funeral services for aborted 
children. The missionary, Father 
Graham McDonnell, who lives in 
Kyoto, wrote the Hieshetter’s that

Faith sustained her, says

ROME (NC) — Cardinal Pericle 
Felici, prefect of the Supreme 
Tribunal of the Apostolic Signature, 
the Church’s highest court, died in 
Foggia, Italy, Monday of a heart » 
attack; he was 70. Cardinal Felici, 
the Church’s leading expert in canon 
law and an accomplished Latinist, 
was known to the world as the voice: 
which announced the elections of 
Popes John Paul I and II in 1978.. 
Pope John Paul II, after being 
informed of the cardinal’s death, 
praised his “‘exemplary life as a priest 
ahd bishop dedicated to the good of 
souls and the service of the Church.”’ 


hours, talking to the State Department, 
by telephone. But she was seized as well 
on Nov. 5 and taken to the American 
Embassy. 

The first days of captivity were the 
most restrictive, she said. She and 
another captive, Elizabeth Ann Swift, 
were forced to sit in chairs all day, not 
speaking and looking straight ahead, and 
were able to get up for only 10 minutes a 
day, to exercise or use the bathroom. 


IT WAS DURING the isolation that 
her faith endured the most difficult test, 
Miss Koob said. She was given a Bible on 
the first Christmas and she ‘‘searched for 
a promise of a savior on those pages,’’ she 
said. She reached into her memory for 
hymns she could remember and sang to 
herself. She also implored God to help her 
love her enemies and prayed for her 
captors, the Ayatollah Khomeini and 
then-President Bani Sadr. Eventually, 
she began to tutor some of her student 
guards in English. 


She and Miss Swift prayed and studied 


scriptures together and found special — 


courage in Matthew’s Gospel: ‘‘Where 
two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of them’’ 
(Matthew 18:20). They also were given 
reading material taken from the embassy 
and devoured everything — including a 
1976 football yearbook and The History of 
Bell Telephone. 


Miss Koob said she was prepared to be 
held for as long as 15 years; and she was 
prepared to be killed. 


“THE IRANIANS really didn’t like 
the American government,”’’ she said. ‘‘If 
the shah had not been admitted here (in 
the United States) there would have been 
another reason’’ for taking hostages, she 
said.

Two bishops rap Navy sec’y

Secretary of the Navy John F. Lehman 
Jr., a Catholic, has come under heavy 
criticism by two U.S. bishops after a 
Mar. 7 speech in which he said Arch- 
bishop Raymond G. Hunthausen of 
Seattle’s outspoken views on nuclear 
disarmament were ‘‘deeply immoral’’ 
and an ‘‘abuse of clerical power.”’

“ALTHOUGH IT IS true that the 
disarmament issue has a political side, it 
is also true that it has a moral side that 
religious leaders must address,’’ said 
Archbishop Hunthausen. ‘‘To think that

to speak out on social and political issues 
that touch the welfare of persons is to 
reduce the role of the bishop and of 
Christianity to the realm of individual 
morality.”’ 


The archbishop condemned the

the long Roman Catholic tradition.’’ 


Archbishop Hunthausen said bishops 
not only have the right to speak out on the 
moral aspect of public questions, but also 
the duty in the light of the Gospel.

According to the Reagan administration, the new 
Pershing and cruise missiles are needed in Europe to give 
the Western alliance a force equivalent to the Soviet’s 
intermediate-range missiles. 


- But the Soviet Union sees things in just the opposite 
light. It says that when you add up all of NATO’s nuclear 
forces in the European theater — including U.S., French 
and British aircraft and independent French and British 
missiles — the two sides already are equal. 


THAT THEN was the rationale behind Brezhnev’s 
proposal to freeze European nuclear weapons at the 
current level, as well as his threat to respond in kind, 
perhaps, some say, with missiles in Cuba, if deployment 
of the Pershing and cruise missiles is carried out on 


schedule in late 1983. 


But Senate backers of the freeze resolutions in 
Congress, charged that their freeze proposal applies not 
just to Europe but to all strategic forces. While the Soviet 
Union may appear to be ahead in Europe — something 
freeze backers do not necessarily concede — the 
worldwide picture shows the two sides roughly even, with 
9,000 U.S. nuclear warheads and 7,000 Soviet warheads. 


FROM THERE ON the arguments over the freeze 
become extremely technical, covering such issues as 
submarine and bomber fleets as well as potential 
improvements in air defense capabilities which could alter 
the current balance. 


To opponents of the freeze, such technical issues show

many consider a more moderate centrist position.

BISHOP RIVERA has continued to speak out on 
behalf of the poor, said a Church official close to him, but 
‘fwith less emphasis’’ than his predecessor. 

“‘Let’s face it, if Rivera took the same position that 
Romero did, the right would kill him too. Then we would 
be without an archbishop,”’ the official said. 

His studied impartiality has made Bishop Rivera a 
unique element on El Salvador’s political scene.

Court dismisses ex-nun’s lawsuit 


WINONA, Minn. (NC) — A Minnesota District 
Court judge has dismissed a $1 million lawsuit brought 
against the Diocese of Winona by an ex-nun who lived for 
a time in a car in a Winona junkyard. 


The. suit was filed by Lillian Kral, the former Sister 
Elzear of the Sisters of St. Francis of Rochester, who had 
accused Bishop Loras J. Watters of Winona of obstruc- 
tion of justice, defamation of character and attempted 
murder (on the allegation that she was forced to live in the 
car). 


JUDGE DENNIS WEBER of the Third Judicial” 
District Court of Minnesota ruled that the civil courts 
cannot interfere with regulations established by a 
religious order or by a decision of their tribunals. He also 
said that no evidence to substantiate the attempted 


murder charge had been presented. 


Ms. Kral was dismissed from her order in 1980, appar- 
ently for insubordination and disrespect toward her 
superiors. 


After her dismissal she lived for a while in a car. She 
parked it outside the pastoral center in Winona, near the 
Cathedral of the Sacred Heart, and then in 1981 parked it 
in the junkyard briefly.

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Execution, immigration eyed by USCC 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Sentencing criminals to 
death is a simplistic solution to crime, a U.S. Catholic 
Conference official told Congress last week. 

Msgr. Francis J. Lally, USCC secretary for social 
and world peace, urged instead a 
‘comprehensive approach”’ to the problems of violence, 
including elimination of social inequities, implementation 
of effective rehabilitation programs, greater assistance to 
the victims of violent crime, and gun control. 

‘(WHILE THE prevalence of violent crime in our 
society underscores the need for effective measures to 
prevent crime...we believe that effective and humane 
alternatives can be developed without resorting to such 
simplistic practices as capital punishment,’’ the USCC 
official said. (The USCC is the public policy arm of the 
U.S. bishops.) 

_ Msgr. Lally’s remarks came in testimony prepared for 
a House subcommittee considering reinstitution of capital 
punishment at the federal level. Approximately 35 states 

already have death penalty laws for state crimes. 

_ Msgr.’ Lally said the U.S. bishops are opposed to the 
death penalty because they ‘‘have been deeply troubled 
by the weakening of concern for the sanctity of human life 
in our society.’’ He said capital punishment ‘‘involves 
profound moral and religious questions.”’ 

A MAJOR PORTION of the testimony summarized 
-the U.S. bishops’ statement on capital punishment 
approved at the bishops’ general meeting in November 

1980. 

In the statement, Msgr. Lally noted, the bishops said 
that the three primary justifications for punishment are 
reform, deterrence and retribution. 

But the death penalty leaves no room for reform and 
there is no proof that capital punishment has a deterrent 
effect, the bishops said. And while punishment ‘Gs in 
some cases a valid means of rectifying transgressions 
against society,”’ the bishops maintained that retribution 
‘does not require or justify the taking of life, even in 
cases of murder,’’ Msgr. Lally said. 

“SIT IS OUR conclusion, therefore, that under the 
conditions of contemporary American society, the 
legitimate purposes of punishment do not justify the 


¢ Elimination of any opportunity for rehabilitation 

or ‘‘creative compensation”’; 

¢ The “special horror’’ that the wrong person might 
be executed because of mistaken identities; 

e¢ Delays in execution which cause “extended 
periods of anxiety and uncertainty about the very 
possibility of life itself and the necessity of reorienting 
one’s life’’; 

e Anguish for the criminal, his family and _ his 
executioners in the actual use of the death penalty; 

e ‘‘Unhealthy’’ and inordinate publicity currently 
drawn to each execution; and 

e The ‘‘stark truth’’ that application of the death 
penalty is unfair and discriminatory, since a 
disproportionate number of death row inmates are poor 
and non-white. 

“Those who are well off can avail themselves of the 
legal talent to present their case in as convincing a light as 
possible;’” Msgr. Lally said. 

WHILE ABOLITION of the death penalty will not 
eliminate racism and its effects, Msgr. Lally said, ‘‘it is a 
reasonable judgment that racist attitudes and the social 
consequences of racism have some influence in 
determining who is sentenced to die in our society. This 
we do not regard as acceptable.”’ 

Msgr. Lally said the easy availability of guns only 
contributes to the growth of violent crime and said that 
many prisons now are ‘‘warehouses’’ which only confirm 
the fears of prisoners that they are rejected by society. 


“IN TURN they continue to reject society,’’ he said. 


Msgr. Lally also emphasized concern for the victims of 
violent crime and said that society should provide victims, 
at a minimum, with financial, medical and psychological 
assistance. 

The priest’s testimony before the House subcommittee 
on criminal justice came as the subcommittee was 
considering the inclusion of death penalty procedures in 
the proposed revision of the federal criminal code. 

A SIMILAR MEASURE, which would restore the 
death penalty for federal crimes such as treason, 
espionage and presidential assassinations, was approved 
last year by the Senate Judiciary Committee and is 
awaiting action by the full Senate.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A comprehensive bill which 
would restructure U.S. immigration law appears fair, two 
U.S. Catholic Conference migration officials said last 
week, although it is too soon to say if the USCC will 


endorse it. 

Donald Hohl, associate director of the conference’s 
Migration and Refugee Services, and James M. 
Hoffman, director of the MRS San Francisco regional 
office, said they are studying the 78-page Immigration 
Reform and Control Act of 1982 submitted by Sen. Alan 
K. Simpson (R-Wyo.) and Rep. Romano L. Mazzoli 
(D-Ky.). 

IDENTICALLY WORDED bills, S. 2222 and H.R. 
5872, were introduced by Simpson and Mazzoli, 
chairmen of the immigration subcommittees of the Senate 
and House Judiciary Committees. Hohl said he believes 
the legislation, with its bipartisan support, has a good 
chance of passing. 

The bill has been described as ‘‘resting on a three- 
legged stool,’’ he said. ‘‘One leg is enforcement, one leg is 
legalization or amnesty and the third leg is sanctions.”’ 


“You can’t have immigration reform without all 
three,’’ said Hoffman, who has been at MRS 
headquarters in Washington working with Hohl on 
immigration legislation. 

HE SAID the bill ‘‘has to walk a tightrope’’ because of 
the many opposing viewpoints. The bill differs from the 
proposals offered by the Reagan administration, offering 
more generous terms for adjusting the status of illegal 
aliens and imposing stricter requirements for job 


applicants, including citizens, to show valid 


identification. 

The bill does not include a guest-worker program such 
as the one proposed by the president. ‘‘I think that’s 
wonderful. That’s one of the main reasons I have 
optimism about the bill getting through,’’ Hoffman said. 

‘Overall it’s a good piece of legislation because it’s a, 
comprehensive approach to solving existing and future 
problems,’’according to Hohl. The major existing 
concern, in the eyes of the USCC, has been amnesty for 
several million people who are in the United States 
illegally. 

THIS BILL would give some of those people the 
opportunity to legalize their status. Aliens who have been 
in the United States illegally prior to 1978 would become 
eligible for permanent residence and those who have been 
in the United States illegally from 1978 to 1980 would be 
able to apply for temporary two-year resident status and 
then permanent residence. 


Bishop Ernest L. Unterkoefler of Charleston, S.C., 


testified on behalf of the U.S. bishops last April in 
opposition to the Senate measure. 


As for aliens who entered the United States’ illegally 
after 1980, ‘‘they go home,’’ Hoffman said. 

He called the bill ‘‘very fair in comparison’’ to the’ 
proposal submitted by Reagan which, he said, would 
have hampered any family reunification of the aliens. 

A NEW ASPECT of this bill, which would amend the 
Immigration and Nationality Act, is that it puts a cap on 
immigration. It would set the ceiling at 450,000 
immigrants annually, minus the number of special 
immigrants and immediate family members admitted the 
previous year. 


Present law allows preferential categories for spouses, 
unmarried sons and daughters and brothers and sisters of 
adult U.S. citizens. The bill would drop preferential 
status for brothers and sisters and for unmarried children 
over 21. Hohl said these changes are considered very 
important ‘‘as they relate to the nuclear family.’’ 


Hohl emphasized that the ceiling would not include 
refugees and Hoffman said the USCC “‘is very pleased 
that they have kept refugees out of this...Refugees should 
not be put in the position of competing. They are unique 
and should be considered apart from the numerical 
capping.” 

ALSO UNDER the bill, employers hiring illegal aliens 
would be subject to fines and possibly imprisonment. All 
job applicants would have to show documentation of 
citizenship or resident status and to avoid sanctions the 
employers would have to submit forms showing the 
papers had been checked. 

Hoffman said this approach is meant to alleviate the 
fears of minority groups that employers would 
discriminate against certain people simply because they 
look foreign’ 

The penalties for hiring illegal workers would apply to 
all employers, even those with just one employee. 
Hoffman gave the example of someone hiring a foreign 
babysitter without checking for proof of legal residence 
and said that employer could be fined. 


‘“‘WE WOULD BE opposed to that provision,’’ Hohl 
said, noting that the USCC proposed in 1970 that 
employers of fewer than four people be exempt from the 
provision. 

Enforcement of the immigration law would include 
beefed-up border patrols, Hoffman said, and increased 
penalties for printing fraudulent documents. Also, ‘‘it 
would be unlawful for a person to bring, or attempt to 
bring, an. alien to the United States in any manner 
whatsoever, even if Immigration later admits or gives 
refugee status’’ to the alien, Hoffman said.

Holy See’s $ woes eased...a bit

VATICAN CITY (NC) — A projected 
$25-million deficit in the Holy See’s 1981 
operating budget has been balanced out 
by increased contributions from the 


world’s 700 million Catholics, the. 


Vatican said last week. 


* But a council of 15 cardinals was also 
told that the Holy See’s Projected 1982 
deficit is $30 million. 


THE COUNCIL, established to 
review the Holy See’s finances and 
organization, plans in future meetings to 
propose methods for full disclosure of 
Vatican finances, which for years have 
been carefully cloaked in secrecy and an 
object of considerable controversy. 


In July of last year the 15 cardinals, 
meeting to examine financial and or- 
ganizational problems of the Church’s 
central administration, was told to expect 
a 1981 operating deficit of some $25 
million. 7 

But on March 18 of this year the papal 
secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, said that the increased contri- 


butions from throughout the Catholic 
world had eliminated the estimated. 
deficit. 


CONTRIBUTIONS, in the form of 
diocesan collections and private con- 
tributions, came even from some of the 
poorer nations of the world, Cardinal 
Casaroli said. 


The deficits come chiefly from the 
salaries and pensions of more than 5,000 
Vatican employees, which comprise more 
than 60 percent of the total budget. 


The budget includes the work of the 
Church’s central congregations and 
commissions, which deal with such 
matters as religious education, justice and 
peace, and communications. 


ONE OF THE major problems 
besetting the Vatican budget is the rate of 
inflation in Italy, which over the last year 
has exceeded 20 percent. Apart from 
salaries and pensions, many of which are 
tied to automatic cost of living increases, 
congregations and commissions have 
tightened their belts in presenting their 
proposals for 1982 spending.

Sometimes it’s hard to get full meaning from a statistic.

Family Rosary Crusade 
begins its fifth decade

ALBANY, N.Y. (NC) — Beginning the fifth decade of 
the Family Rosary Crusade, Father Patrick Peyton 
looked back on his success in spreading devotion to Mary 
through family prayer, especially the Rosary, and 
forward to new projects. 


Forty years ago Father Peyton, a newly ordained priest 
in Albany, began the crusade because he felt the need to 
tell families about prayer, about the power of Mary’s 
intercession. 

NOW HE SAID he expects this fifth decade to be 
marked by an increase in devotion to Mary, carried on 
through a trust fund he is developing to ensure the 
crusade’s future. 


Father Peyton said that throughout history ‘‘many of 
Mary’s friends have done her a great disservice by their 
misrepresentation of her. They’ve made her mealy and 
mousy. They made her less than the strong, beautiful, 


“powerful woman that she is.”’ 


To properly understand Mary’s~ role in salvation 
history, Father Peyton recommended that people look at 
the crucifixion scene where Jesus said to Mary and St. 
John, ‘‘Mother, behold thy son. Son, behold thy 
Mother.”’ 


“JESUS WAS SAYING to her, ‘be to them what you 
were to me,’ ’’ Father Peyton said. ‘‘Be their mother and 
bring them home to me. If God chose her to be His 
mother, she must be someone special. God can’t make a 
mistake. What’s good enough for Him is good enough for 
me. I’m going to trust her, believe in her, and give myself 
to her protection.”’ 


That belief has been with Father Peyton for more than 
40 years. It inspired him as a seminarian to believe that 
through her intercession he could be cured of tuber- 
culosis. When he was cured, he set out to share this 
insight into Mary’s role with the world. 


Using crusades and educational and prayer campaigns 
he has reached more than 26 million people in 37 
countries. 


« BUT TO REACH those people the priest had to 
overcome both shyness and skepticism about his plans. 


Father Peyton sent letters to bishops all across the 
country to tell of his dream. To reach people he 
envisioned a two-pronged attack, through media and 
through direct person-to-person communication. 


“I used the media like aerial bombardment, to soften 
the ground,” he said, explaining the purpose of radio, 
television, billboards and films. 


THROUGH THE MEDIA, ‘‘The family that prays 
together, stays together,’’ and ‘‘A world at prayer is a 
world at peace,’’? — Family Rosary’s slogans — gained 
international prominence. 


To break into radio Father Peyton was told he needed a 
star. So the native of Ireland approached Bing Crosby 
who agree to perform. The show was set for May 13, 
1945, Mother’s Day. 


The evening of May 12 Father Peyton walked the 
streets of New York praying the Rosary that his efforts 
“‘wouldn’t embarrass Mary.’’ Twelve thousand letters 
later, after the show, he knew they hadn’t. 


IN HOLLYWOOD Loretta Young befriended him, 
introducing him to stars for his program. His radio show 
ran for 22 years over 480 stations. [n all 450 stats 
performed with him. He later began holiday television 
programs in which stars prayed the Rusary with him. 


thing that happens now to one out of every two couples. 


Making it as personal as a movie usually gets, Albert 
Finney and Diane Keaton play George and Faith Dunlop 
in a way to make us understand what the word divorce 
means. You understand her hurt and anger when she 
finds out about the other woman, understand why he 
pauses, hand on the doorknob, before running out with 
his bag. You understand why she won’t get up in the 
morning to fix the kids breakfast, why he breaks in the 
door to see his oldest daughter. 

All through the film there’s the feeling that the whole 
separation is a dreadful mistake and at the same time, 
everything that happens makes getting back to square one 
more impossible. 

The action of the movie works to dig an ever-expanding 
chasm between the two characters, while at the same time 
it makes us want someone to make the jump back. 
Eventually, George attempts that jump and it is a 
desperation leap, physically damaging and emotionally 
painful, but the movie ends with the strong possibility that 
he succeeded in his attempt to get back the wife and 
family and home life he had lost. 


SHOOT THE MOON is a serious story about a serious 
subject — divorce and how it changes and damages 
people, the adults involved as well as the children. 

In a way, it’s about sin, as described to me by a priest a 
couple of years ago when I was in a special program at the 
University of Notre Dame. He said perhaps we shouldn’t 
think of sin as the breaking of a rule, the doing of 
something wrong, but the thing that happens to you 
because you’ve done something wrong. That sadness, 
that tragedy, that shame, that darkness, that misfortune 
— maybe that’s what we mean by the word sin. 

This is the kind of movie that will tear at you 
emotionally, get you involved, make you feel like it’s you 
going through it all. I’m not sure how many of us will 
want to feel these feelings, will want to leave the theater 
depressed or drained — even if it will also leave many 
thankful for the families they have. : 

BUT ONE THING for sure, this movie really gives 


meaning to a statistic.
